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Inspection  of  Coamodities  Solo,  or  Transferred  to  Other  Agencies 

Director's  Memorandum  T.o.  36,   Section  4,  places  the  "r-esponsihil ity 
in  the  Transportation  and  Warehousirg  Branch  to  ar-^^nge  for  the 
inspectio.-  of  coamodities  in  certain  warehouses.     This  Section  is 
revised  to  re^d  as  folloinrs: 

"Commodities  stored  at  the  xTewark  Tidewater  Terminal,  Ker^a-rk, 
ITew  Jersey;  at  Pier  D,  Erie  Eailroad,  Weehav/ken,  Kew  Jersey; 
and  at  the  Great  Lakes  Transit  Co::ipa,ny  at  Buffalo,  New  York, 
have  "been  purchased  for  military  use  and  are  still  in  our 
possession.     The  responsibility  for  periodic  examination  of 
the  products  in  these  houses  reets  with  the  commodity  branches. 
J   These  branches  sliall  inspect  these  products  as  often  as  they 
think  necessary  to  prevent  deterioration,  and  sha.ll  perform 
such  re condi tiding  as  is  required,  notifying  the  Transportn- 
tion  and  Tfe.rehousing  Branch  of  da.ma.ged  lots  and  action  taken. 
The  commodity  branches  s.hould  obtain  any  needed  information 
on  inventory  or  other  necessary  assistance  from  the  Transporta- 
tion and  T7arehousing  Branch. " 
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
